Results of the National College 
Sophomore Tests given UTMB stu¬ 
dents March 3-4. 1954. were highly 
satisfactory both from the stand¬ 
point of student cooperation and 
the results as compared to norms 
established for the South and for 
the nation. H B. Smith announced 
this week 

The battery of tests covers Eng¬ 
lish. general culture, and contem¬ 
porary affairs. Average scores or 
norms have been established for 
the various regions and for the 
United States as a whole This af¬ 
fords a basis of comparison of 
UTMB sophomores with those of 
other regions and of the nation as 
a whole. 

The average aggregate score for 
UTMB participants on the tests 
was 237.5 as compared with the 
national average of 232.1. and 
198.6 for the South The national 
and southern averages are based 
on the results of the 1953 testing 
program, and the average for UT-

8ome few white me* have struck 
to the heart of Dork Africa. Vfcr 
mors. Ik tropes ns by 0 vast ma¬ 
jority, have filtered along the 
fringes: as ske w of glory, gold, dia¬ 
monds, a Black Paradise. They've 
gone and come, and others have 
followed. It is probable that num¬ 
bers of tnssnssts souls leave quite 
unchanged In themselves. But they 
do not fall short in affecting Af¬ 
rica. 

Rather, certain regions of Afri¬ 
ca are rapidly being Europeanised. 
As an inevitable result, Africa is 
just as rapidly becoming nation¬ 
ally self-conscious. 

A further result, and one that 
is likely to cause increasing con¬ 
cern in the immediate future, is 
the friction between the white man 
and the black man. 

Not a sociological textbook, 
Christine Gander's Fetish , first of 
the French writer’s novels to be 
translated into English, exempli¬ 
fies the differences between witch¬ 
craft and Christianity, native man¬ 
ners and Europeanization as they 
exist in French West Africa. 

Centered there on the slave 
co as t, this story of fierce lust and 
savage passion revolves around 
Doelle, a native girl reared under 
the white man's eye, with his edu¬ 
cation and Us religion, nurse in 
the white man's hospital, golden- 
skinned and broad-toed mistress of 
the young and respected French 
magistrate in that little outpost. 
Telling her story, Doelle says:

The characters, of which there 
are a varied and Interesting range, 
fall to stand out in bold, prsdss 
relief. But as a specialist la Af¬ 
rican culture, Christine Garnier 
succeeds.

With three matches under their belts UTMB's two ten¬ 
nis squads are well on their way to a successful season. 
The women’s squad has won all three of its matches while 
the men are one won, one tied, and one lost.

WOMEN’S TENNIS RECORDS 

In their all-winning total the women of Miss Giles have 
played 12 singles and 6 doubles with the amazing result of 
17 victories and 1 defeat.
